All of the port's five berths are oc- 
cupied with ships loading my f un- 
loading. and The Post learned last 
night that the Lily, flying a 
Singapore flag with an Israeli 
skipper, which had been loading 
citrus, was cleared to sail. In con- 
trast, the Ashdod, the container ship 
which travels a fortnightly route to 
Durban, South Africa, has been 
stuck In the bay fully loaded for the 
last n days. Three^-sopertankar*. 
one fully loaded, are also stuck in the 
bay. 

Three more ships are expected to 
arrive in Eilat this week. 

Yitzhak Oked adds: 

Although 24 vessels are anchored 
outside Israel's three ports', dockers 
never had it so good, according to 
Avrahaxn Friedman, a Ports 
Authority official. 

Dockers are evjen looking forward 
to an extra two weeks of work in May 
because the strike has caused a 
backlog of vessels waiting to be load- 
ed or unloaded, he said. 

Friedman, deputy director for 
manpower and administration, said 
98 dock crews are working aboard 31 
ships in Haifa, Ashdod and Eilat. He 
explained that normally a slack 
season occurs in the middle of May 
when all the citrus is loaded. 

However, loading is not expected 
to be completed until the end of May 
because of the strike, he said.

Cuba on thrust

Brezhnev greets Assad 
with conciliatory words 


MOSCOW. — Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev yesterday offered con- 
dilatory words to visiting Syrian 
President Hafez Assad, in thp first 
top-level meeting between the two 
nations since Syria's intervention In 
the Lebanese civil war. The two 
countries’ friendship, which has 
been strained since the Intervention 
last June, "will go on developing and 
strengthening," Brezhnev said. 

"The Soviet side has done h«h Is 
doing everything to strengthen 
cooperation with Syria along all 
lines." Brezhnev said, adding that it 
‘ was important "to think together 
and consistently about the prospects 
and the deepening of bilateral 
Soviet-Syrian relations in every 
field, and also about concerted ac- 
tions in regard to topical Inter- 
national problems, above all the 
Middle East problem." 

Assad arrived in Moscow yester- 
day - for what Is formally described 
as an "official friendly visit," his 
first here since October 1975. He last 
met with a top Soviet official when 
Premier Alexei Kosygin visited 
Syria last June. It was while Kosygin 
was there that Assad moved his . 
tanks and troops into* Lebanon, 
despite Soviet calls for non- 
intervention in the conflict. 

Brezhnev repeated the basic 
Soviet position on the Middle East, 
as U.S.-Soviet Mideast talks between 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
and Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
draw near. The two men will meet In 


Geneva next month. 

"It is clear that a peace built on 
aggression and the conquest of 
foreign lands cannot be jiist. Conse- 
quently, it cannot be durable," he 
said. "We stand for the uncon- 
ditional return of their historical 
lands, captured by Israel, to Syria 
and other victims of aggression." 

He reiterated the Soviet Union's 
‘firm stand” that Palestinians 
should take part in Middle East talks 
"on a full-fledged basis."

a dangerous source of tension. "If a 
new and dangerous source of tension 
emerges in the centre of Africa, the 
entire responsibility will fall on those 
who violate one of the basic prin- 
ciples for inter-state relations — the 
principle of non-interference in 
domestic affairs,” he said. 

A commentary published by Tass 
last night accused the Western 
powers of attempting to enmesh 
Arab countries in the Shaba fighting 
and said Israel was assisting the 
Zaire government. 

"As is clear from reports coming 
in, Tel Aviv has been promptly en- 
trusted with the reorganization of 
Zaire's security service and Israeli 
specialists are employed as instruc- 
tors in Zaire arjny units," Taas said. 

"According to other reports, Egyp- 
tian servicemen have already arriv- 
ed in Zaire, " Tass said. ( AP, Reuter) 


Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Ismail Faiuny yesterday sum- 
moned the Cuban ambassador in 
Cairo, apparently to warn 
Havana of file dangers of further 
penetration of African countries 
near Egypt. Cairo has recently 
been dramatising its anxiety 
over mounting Cuban and Soviet 
activities wMoh spread from 
Angola to Libya, Zaire, Ethiopia 
and the Bed Sea. 

The Egyptians indicated they fear 
that the Soviets and their Cuban 
allies are out to strangle the regime 
of President Anwar Sadat and that of 
Ja'afar Numeiry of Sudan, as well as 
other countries drifting toward the 
West. 

The Egyptians have so far given 
no indication that they plan to com- 
bat the So vtet -Cub an penetration 
into neighbouring African countries 
by any means other than diplomatic 
pressure. War Minister Mohammed 

Abdul-Ghani Gamaay Implied 

earlier this week that Egyptian 
troops were being deployed on the 
western border with Libya and 
across the southern frontier with 
Sudan, now that the eastern front 
with Israel was quiet. Egypt main, 
tains the largest army in Africa. 

■ Egypt's current bitter feud with 
neighbouring Libya was pointed up 
as another result of increased Soviet 
and Cuban penetration, which Sadat 
sees as a threat to his own security. 

Foreign Minister Fahmy yester- 
day also conferred with U.S. Am- 
bassador Herman Eilts, but no 
details of their discussion were dis- 
closed. 

Some Middle East observers view- 
ed the Egyptian dramatization of its 
anxiety as a ploy designed to attract 
more concrete American aid in various 
fields, including the military. Other 
observers labelled the Egyptian sen- 
sitivity over these activities an ex- 
ample of the paranoia now spreading 
through several African countries. 

Nevertheless, the fear of super- 
power conflict is already hovering 
over Africa as Soviet-Cuban penetra- 


tion draws closer to vital areas 
overlooking oil-rich regions In the 
Middle East. 

American concern appeared to 
centre chiefly on Soviet-Cuban inten- 
tions In Ethiopia, where Russian 
weapons and Cuban troops have 
reportedly begun to flow — though 
only on a small scale so far. The 
Soviets, until recently the Arabs' 
number one allies, are courting 
Ethiopia at a time Addis Ababa is 
preparing for an imminent confron- 
tation with the Arabs. The 
Ethiopians charge that the Arabs 
are threatening to dismantle their 
country. 

A rundown of the cwtlvttles In 
Africa shows : Sudan Is extending ac- 
tive support for the Arab-oriented 
secessionists in the northern 
territory of Eritrea; Somalia, a 
member of the 20-nation Arab 
League, is passing for the takeover 
of the eastern Ethiopian region of 
Ogaden; and the Arab League is 
seeking to spread its domination 
over the French territory of the • 
Afars and Issas (Djibouti) — a vital 
access point to Ethiopia — which Is 
due to obtain independence in June. 

There are no signs of planned 
American intervention, despite 
reports of a Soviet naval presence at 
Ethiopia's port of Massawa in the 
Red Sea. What is interesting Is that 
the Soviet penetration into Ethiopia 
has alienated neighbouring Somalia 
from the Russian orbit. That penetra- 
tion at the same time appears to 
have set off an alarm in several key 
Arab countries which were rallying 
to form a new Western-oriented 
camp led by Saudi Arabia and 
Egypt. The Soviets on their part 
were thought to be seeking to under- 
mine such a camp through yet 
another key Arab country — Syria, 
whose president. Hafez Assad, Is 
now in Moscow. Assad's stance was 
unlikely to crystallize before his 
planned European conference next 
month with U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter, who has been pulling strings 
in the region to ease his plans for the 
Middle East. 


Rabin’s view of Egyptian

Africans don’t need Egypt 
to intervene, Alton says

Foreign Minister Yigal Allon 
declared last night that Africa would 
be saved by the Africans 
themselves, and It Is hardly likely 
that the Egyptians could effectively 
Intervene. 

Speaking at Be n-Gurion Airport on 
his return from Amsterdam and 
Paris, Allon explained that Egypt's 
current concern in the African scene 
Is to prevent the precedent of foreign 
troops taking up a role there. 

It is clear, he went on in reply to 
reporters’ questions, that to protect 
its Interests to the south, Egypt has 
no need for military material of the 
quality and quantity it is at present 
seeking, using African tensions as a 


pretext. He hoped that nobody would 
blunder into thinking it did. 


On the agreement be reached in 
Amsterdam with Portuguese Prime 
Minister Mario Soares on the early 
exchange of ambassadors, Allon 
said he hoped that normalization of 
relations with Portugal would serve 
as a point of encouragement for 
Spain to follow suit. He added that 
although there had been no recent 
developments In this direction With 
Spain, continuous contacts with 
Madrid were maintained. 

On relations with India, Allon said 
he met the leader of the Indian 
Socialist Party at the Socialist Inter- 
national gathering In Amsterdam, 
and they had talked about setting up 
relations between India's socialists 
and the Labour Party and exchang- 
ing information on policy matters.

VIENNA (AP). — Israel’s offer to 
sell its Kflr-C2 jet fighters to Austria 
will be considered when the Defence 
Council meets today, Austrian Radio 
reported yesterday.' 

It said the French Mirage and the 
American Northrop planes were out 
of the race and that only the Kfir and 
Sweden's Vlggen were still under 
consideration. 

While the Vlggen was considered a 
superior all-weather fighter, 
politicians seemed to prefer the Kfir 
for a number of economic advan- 
tages the Israelis have offered to go 
with such a deal. 

Austrian skies presently are 
protected by some 20 Saab-105 jet 
fighters which are long outdated. 
The aircraft are unable to catch up 
with a commercial airliner. 

Austria would purchase 24 Kfirs at 
a cost of more thdn 8180m., the 
broadcast said. 

The Israelis offered to trade the 
planes for Austrian goods and 
suggested that a broadened 
Austrian -Israeli trade agreement re- 
main In effect after the planes were 
paid for. They also offered to store a 
three-year supply of spare parts in 
Austria.

Premier Rabin and Defence 
Minister Peres discussed over lunch 
yesterday the transfer of the 
premier's powers to Mr. Peres dur- 
fog Mr. Rabin’s vacation, which is to 
begin on Friday. An aide to the 
premier said there would be another 
meeting, and the arrangements 
agreed upon would be formulated in 
writing. 


The aide was particularly cagey 
about how the transfer would 
operate, refusing to divulge any 
"operational details." 


Mr. Rabin, he said, would be kept 
constantly abreast of important 
developments, since he would con- 
tinue to bear responsibility for the of- 
fice of prime minister. 

The premier's bureau would con- 


tinue to function at its full comple- 
ment, the aide asserted. But he 
would not say whether the men who 
staff it would be working from Fri- 
day for Peres or for Rabin. (Mr. 
Perea will continue to operate out of 
his Defence Mfolstzy office.) "More 
details will be available before the 
end of the week," the aide promis- 
ed.

Premier Yitzhak Rabin's remarks 
regarding Egypt's involvement in 
Zaire have aroused "surprise" 
among senior policy-makers In 
Jerusalem. Rabin told the cabinet on 
Sunday that Egypt's aid to Zaire was 
casting it in the role of a pro-Western 
bulwark against communism in. 
Africa and could mean "a new 
departure” in U.S. -Egyptian 
relations. He said that President 
Anwar Sadat had played on this 
theme during his recent visit to 
Washington with considerable 
success. 

Senior policy-makers questioned 
the accuracy of the premier's 
assessments — and the wisdom of 
airing them' in this way. 

"He exaggerated the effect of 
Sadat's claims on Washington 
opinion," said one high source of the 
premier’s analysis. And he prejudic- 
ed Israel's case by focusing world 
attention on Sadat's- claims." Rabin 
was "only making It easier" for 
those in Washington who advocate 
selling U.S. arms to Egypt, the 
source added. 

Israeli diplomats In Washington, 
seeking to challenge Sadat's claims, 
have been arguing that if Sadat Is the 
pro-Western bulwark be purports to 
bfe he should cease supporting the 
Eritrean rebels and the Somalis in 
their wars against Ethiopia. His ac- 
tions there, the Israeli officials 
argue, serve only to drive Ethiopia 
further into the Soviets' arms, and 
thereby to advance Soviet aims in 
the strategic Horn of Africa region. 

Another .top policy-maker in 
Jerusalem asserted that while Sadat 
was certainly "playing a shrewd 
game,” American governmental 
and public opinion "saw through it." 

A third source suggested that 
Rabin may have based himself on a 
cabled report of Sadat's meeting, 
with some congressional leaders, 
where he had emphasized Egypt's 
mle in supporting Zaire against the 


Katangan invaders. But more com- 
prehensive reports of Sadat's 
in Washington showed (hat his Zaire 
gambit had been regarded as 
transparent. 

A “New York Times" editorial on 
Zaire, last week said of Sadat: ”... 
sensing a threat to his allies in the 
Sudan, or an opportunity for getting 
American weapons, he has an- 
nounced his solidarity with 
Mobutu." 

Sources close to the prime 
minister insisted, however, that 
Rabin had been fully briefed before 
the cabinet meeting. His assessment 
and prognosis were well founded and 
Important enough to be brought to 
the cabinet's attention, they said. It 
was the premier’s duty to report to 
the ministers on the international 
situation as he read It. 

Egypt to date has dispatched no 
tangible aid to Zaire, according to 
•reports from Africa, but has sent a 
m ilitary fact-finding mission to 
ascertain how it can help. Egypt has 
made It clear that It, unlike Morocco, 
is not t hin ki n g in terms of an ex- 
peditionary force, but rather of 
logistic support. 

One off-beat theory advanced in 
Jerusalem is that Egypt's involve- 
ment in Zaire, if it becomes 
, meaningful, might not be a wholly 
bad thing from Israel's viewpoint — 
at least in the short run. The diver- 
sion of some of Egypt's energies to 
another theatre could serve to 
moderate the intensity of its Involve- 
ment in the conflict with Israel, this 
theory suggests. In the same way, 
those who posit this theory point out, 
Syrian involvement in Lebanon, 
while ominous for Israel In the long 
run, has led to a relaxation of tension 
along the Golan Heights. This was 
demonstrated In the relatively 
smooth passage through the UN 
Security Council of the UN DOF man- 
date renewals. The next of these is 
due May SO.

Allon, on Paris visit, predicts 
Geneva conference this year

PARIS. — Israel Foreign Minister 
Yigal Allon said yesterday he was 
confident that a Middle East peace 
conference would be convened in 
Geneva this year. He spoke after 
meeting French Foreign Minister 
Louis de Guiringaud. 

“Like nature, politics produce 
situations in which the fruit is ripe to 
be plucked," Allon told a press con- 
ference. "Events in the Middle East 
and elsewhere give us a chance of 
peace before 1980." 

Allon. whp later flew home to 
Israel, came to Paris to launch the 
French edition, of his book "Israel: 
The Struggle for Hope," after atten- 
ding the Socialist International in 
Amsterdam over the weekend. 


Allan said he sensed progress by 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat in 
"his definition of peace following his 
Washington meeting with U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter. 

He added: "I am also optimistic 
because there is now a new U.S. ad- 
ministration with a full term of office 
ahead of iL There is also some 
change in the attitude of Western 
European countries towards the 
Middle East problem. 

"Even French policy is becoming 
more even-handed," he said. 

Commenting on his 90-minute talk 
with de Guiringaud at the Qua! d’Or- 
say, Allon said: “I came here 
But I will drop in to see the 
minister every time I come 
to Europe."

is strangling 

competition

The CAL air freight company, 
which was licensed last year to com- 
pete with El A1 to carry Israelis ex- 
ports abroad, has complained' that 
the national airline, with the support 
of the Transport Minister and the 
bead of the Civil Aviation Authority, 
is trying to strangle it 

The company obtained an order 
nisi In the High Court of Justice 
yesterday, calling on the minister, 
El A1 and the head of the Civil Avia- 
tion Authority to show cause, why 
CAL should not be permitted to lease 
a Boeing 717 directly from an 
American firm without having EH A1 
imposed on the deal as a middleman, 
and why the company should not be 
permitted to lease cargo planes 
directly 1 from firms abroad when El 
A1 is unable to offer similar aircraft 
at competitive prices. 

According to the company, El A1 
will only lease them Boeing 747s, 
which they use for the purpose of 
carrying fruit and other exports 
abroad, on terms which include air- 
craft crews and all other ancillary 
equipment. Sucb a lease is con- 
siderably more expensive than leas- 
ing the aircraft alone. 

The applicants also claim that 
when they tried to Initiate a direct 
lease from a foreign company, El A1 
intervened to become middleman In 
the deal. El A1 hired the plane "dry" 
(without ancillary services) from 
the owners, but would only hire it 
together with an cilleries to CAL, 
thus adding to CAL’s overhead and 
deriving a middleman’s profit from 
the deal. 


Cairo papers: 21 
Libyans executed 
for alleged plot 


CAIRO (Reuter). — Cairo 
newspapers yesterday named 21 Li- 
byan army officers and a civilian 
they said were executed by firing 
squad earlier this month tor involve- 
ment in an alleged plot to overthrow 
Libyan leader Colonel Muammar 
Gaddafi. » 

The list included one major, five 
captains, and 15 lieutenants. 

The newspapers said the officers 
were executed on April 2. Nabih 
Dayrouti, head of the Egyptian Con- 
sulate in Benghazi, told a press con- 
ference here on Saturday that by 
April 7 a total of 4fl Libyan officers 
had been executed. 

According to the newspapers, 10 
officers were sentenced to life im- 
prisonment and 27 received terms of 
up to 10 years. 

Major Omar Mehelshl, a member 
of Libya's dissolved revolutionary 
council who defected to Cairo last 
year, and Captain M o h a m med Abdel 
Wahab Karim, were sentenced to 
death in their absence, the 
newspapers said.

Carter’s devotion to ‘promises book’ 
to benefit Israel, says AJC official 


Gandhi's son loses passport

President Jimmy Carter's^ near* 
obaeakUm with keeping, the promises 
hk made during his campaign will 
work to Israel’s benefit as the U. 8 . 
forma and Implements its Middle 
East policy, according to Hyman 
Bookbinder,, the American Jewish 
Committee's representative in 
Washington. 

“The greatest thing going for 
Israel is* that Carter has an almost 
religious fervour ' about keeping 
promise*. He has a *ae«rad Bible' - 
the ‘promises book' — on hia desk- 
Oe la determined not to violate the 
statements he made, although his in- 
terpretation of them can vary accor- 
ding to the realties of the situation,” 
be explain*. 

Bookbinder,, a veteran observer in 
Washington .who served in the 
Kennedy and Johnson ad- 
ministrations before joining the 
AJC, is here to meet with govern- 
ment officials. 

But the realities, he adds, are 
worrisome. A two-page ad was plac- 
ed tn the respected ‘‘Wall Street 
Journal” recently by an engineering 
corporation that deals with Arab 
countries. “It argued impressively 
and convincingly — but not correctly 
— that the passage of a strong anti-

Arab boycott Mil by Congress would 
lead to upheavals in the American 
'economy.” Added to that are the 
energy crisis and the “general 
American disenchantment With giv- 
ing generous foreign aid," 
Bookbinder asserts. 

The AJC representative “wonders 
and worries” from time to time 
about how Carter's policy will he at- 
tuned to Israel’s needs. But he is cer- 
tain that .the Jewish community's 
access to the administration j at Its 
highest levels Is “absolutely free, as 
good or better than it has been in 


Washington for 25 yean,” The 91- 
year-old Bookbinder maintains 
lUoison with fixe government, foreign 
embassies and with representatives 
of other religious, civic and human 
relations agencies. 

The gracious, casual economist 
and political scientist has been 
severely criticised by some of his 
Jewish colleagues for advocating 
secular, bon- Jewish causes like 
welfare reform and the women's 
equal rights amendment, as well as 
Jewish issues.

TEL AVIV. — Restrictions on their 
foreign currency holdings abroad 
turn immigrants either into liars or 
emigrants and must he repealed, 
British Olim Society national chair- 
man Emanuel Fischer told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. This opi- 
nion la reported to be widespread 
among most Western Immigrant 
associations. 

According to Fischer. “The whole 
structure of Israel's' impossible 
fiscal laws should be reviewed. The 
regulation which obliges an im- 
migrant to transfer all of hia 
holdings abroad to Israel wtthin 10 
years, of settling in this country 
prevents many from coming here in 
the first place and causes others to 
leave.” 

The association did not pass a 
resolution calling for repeal of the 
restrictions at its annual conf- 
erence last Sunday for fear that it 
might he Interpreted as an attempt 
by immigrants to seek more 
privileges, Fischer stated. But the 
feeling against the restrictions is 
strong nevertheless. 

Fischer stressed that he was not 
referring to funds transferred 
abroad from Israel, “but to money 
earned by a person while he was 
residing overseas. It is Ms money; 
and he should be entitled to use it 


freely.. The f furt that this money , 
"remains abroad does hot cost the 


Israel Government snyt^g. 

* ‘'Demanding that pisopte-olose all 
foreign accounts, terminate in- 
surance policies, liquidate financial 
interests abroad and declare all 
foreign assets -drives people away 
from this country. These are im- 


possible limitations and easing such 
restrictions will make people more 
honest,” Fischer maintained. 

He complained that "instead of 
regarding people as b&sloally 
honest, the authorities here look upon 
them as basically dishonest, and this 
in itself repels olim from free coun- 
tries.” 

Ernest Siegel, the executive' direc- 
tor of the Association of Americans 
and Canadians In Israel/ likens the 
restrictive currency measures to 
"the oid-time prohibition laws in the 
U.S. Their violation is very 
widespread and they do not prevent 
what they are supposed to. They 
simply do not function in the right 
way for the country, and the AAC2 
has been actively seeking their 
change over the lost number of 
years. We have approached the 
ministers of finance and absorption 
In the matter and urge that this law 
— which baa proved more harmful 
than effective — be repealed with all 
due haste.” 

As Siegel sees it, "These restric- 
tions do not prevent money from 
flowing out of Israel, but they dp pre- 
vent it from coming in. They are 
detrimental to the immigration of 
anyone with savings abroad. Human 
nature being what it is, it places peo- 
ple in a double bind. People who wish 
to, come here strongly eno ugh are. 
'forced fcTithfi dodges ahdi^eansrto' 
hide their money. It is an unfair law 
which penalises people for having 
earned money abroad, hut falls to 
accomplish its primary objective.'' 

Seigal says these are not his 
opinions alone, but are “very 
widespread in the AACI.”

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The police solved fewer crimes 
last year, according to statistics in 
the annual police report for 1976 due 
to he released this week. 

According to the report, the 
national average for solution of 
crimes was 82.9 per cent in 1976. In 
1975, the police reported a solution 
rate of 35 per cent. 

The decline was' found In all parts 
of the country. In the North, the rate 
went down from 44.5 to 42.7 per cent. 
In the Tel Aviv District from 25.3 to 
22.2 per cent, and in the southern dis- 
trict from 35.9 to 82.8 per cent. 

At the same time, the increase in 
police files opened was marginal — 
.04 per ednt more than the previous 
year. A total of 189,552 files were 
opened as compared to 180,247 In 
1975. . 

There was an Increase of 25 per 
cent in the number of murder cases 
last year, a total of 55 cases. The 
police noted that a large number of 
last year's murders resulted from 
"settling of accounts” between un- 
derworld figures. 

Another aspect of last years crime 
picture dealt with the entry of heroin 
into the drug market. There was an 
.increase in the use of this dangerous 
drug, according to the report

Airport director rejects criticism

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — Air- 
port director Ezra Balass yesterday 
rejected pilots' criticism of flight 
safety conditions here as "un- 
founded." 

He said the criticism seemed to he 
based on a report commissioned by 
the airport administration Itself last 
November. This report, he said, 
found no violations of safety 
measures or procedures in the ter- 
minal. But he said that "lapses” 
were found. Most of these have 
already been corrected, Balass add- 
ed. 

In a repbri issued over the 
weekend, the Israel Association of 
Airline Pilots called attention to 
what they said are unsafe conditions 
prevailing on the longest, and moat 
recently completed, runway 
which is In part out of sight of the 
control tower. The pilots suggested 


installation of improved closed- 
circuit television cameras. They also 
charged that instrumentation at the 
field was inadequate and said they 
believed It was only a matter ef time 
before some disaster occurred If the 
situation was not remedied. 

The pilots' report was also criticiz- 
ed by the civil aviation staff at Ben- 
Gurion Airport, who objected to the 
“outside Interference" by the pilots. 
The pilots support union separation 
of the control tower staffers from the 
rest of the civil aviation staff.

The paper also claimed Graiver 
had used one of his two Argentine banks — Ban- 
co Oomerciol de la Plata to pay out 3130,000 in 
monthly interest to the Montoneros.

The Graivers left Argentina following an un- 
successful kidnap attempt against David's 
younger brother, Isidore, in M ay 1975. 

Graiver, who served as under-secretary of the 
Social Welfare Ministry under President Alejan- 
dro Lamias e, reportedly was well connected also 
with key figures in the Juan Feron government. 
It was rumoured that officials id the Feronist 
government entrusted money to Graiver for in- 
vestment abroad, and enabled him to establish a 
foothold in international banking circles by con- 
verting pesos into dollars between 1973 and 1975, 
when Argentina's inflation rate soared above 700 
per cent. • 


Dally Argentine news reports about Graiver’s 
activities have revived speculation that the 
financier is not dead, but staged the plane acci- 
dent so that he could drop out of sight before his 
financial manoeuvres were exposed. A Mexican 
government Investigation concluded that 
Graiver and two pilots died in the plane crash 
and attributed the accident to pilot error. 

"Somos" reported last week that it had spoken 
to a Qralver employee, who had overheard a 
conversation in which a Montane ro “bagman" 
claimed the terrorists had caused the crash. "It 
wasn’t an accident, *’ the employee said, "but he 
was sure that they had killed him.”

In Salisbury, a special congress of 
the all-white ruling Rhodesia Front 
Party greeted Rhodesian prime 
Minister Ian Smith with silence 
yesterday morning as he arrived to 
seek their support for his public com- 
mitment to black majority rule. 

The congress Is meeting behind 
closed doors less than 36 hours after 


the 58-year-old Rhodesian leader’s 
talks with Owen on the new Anglo- 
American peace proposals to end the 
country's four-year-old guerrilla 
war by paving the way for majority 
rule next year. 

The 800-delegate congress, sum- 
moned before Owen arrived on Fri- 
day for his three-day visit, is to vote 
on two resolutions. The first seeks 
support for the prime minister's goal 
of majority rule. The second favours 
suspension of segregationist party 
policies and principles to allow for 
negotiations with black nationalists 
towards a constitutional settlement. 


Tbe party is split between sup- 
porters of 12 rebel members of 
parliament, who voted in the 
legislature against reforms in the 
country's race laws, and the prime 
minister's own loyalists. 

But Rhodesia Front insiders 
believe no more than a quarter of the 
delegates hack the rebels, who are 
not thought likely to cloud the new 
climate for a constitutional solution 
t hat could be promised by the Anglo- 
American proposals. 

Most delegates are expected to 
support the proposals which call for 
a revival of the Geneva con- 
stitutional conference, followed by 
elections to usher in majority rule by 
the end of 2978.

BRUSSELS (Reuter). — Premier 
Leo Tin demons scored a personal 
victory in Sunday's Belgian election 
with his Social Christian Party win- 
ning an additional seven seats in the 
lower house of parliament 
But the party is still far short of an 
absolute majority, and he faces the 
traditional wrangling over the for- 
mation of a coalition government 
Tlndemans hailed the success of 
his party, which Is likely to have 79 
seats in the 212-member lower house 
against 72 In the' outgoing 
legislature. 

"The voters have shown they have 
confidence in Mr. Tin de mans." he 
told a television interviewer. 

The opposition Socialists, with a 
probable increase of one seat to 60, 
were the only other group to 
better their performance; and the 
party’s co-president, WUly Claes, 
said the Socialists had done . well 
enough to be considered as coalition 
partners by Tlndemans. 

The junior partners in the outgoing 
coalition with the Social Christians, 
the right-wing Liberals, fell back in 
Dutch-speaking Flanders but offset 
their losses in French-speaking 
Wallonia and will have an unchang- 
ed 33 seats in the new parliament 
There is considerable speculation ■ 
here that Tlndemans will try to form 
a grand coalition with the Liberals 
and Socialists.

CIA predicts Soviet 
energy crisis soon 


WASHINGTON ( AP) : — Russia now 
is self-sufficient in oil, but in a few 
years will f dee an energy crisis that 
is likely to sharpen U.S.-Soviet 
rivalries In the Middle East, 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) analysts predict. 

This is one of the most startling 
and, in the view of analysts, signifi- 
cant conclusions, in a still-secret 
report to President Jimmy Carter. 
That report, mentioned briefly by 
Carter last Friday, warns of a poten- 
tial global oil shortage in less than 10 
years. 

Until the new CCA analysis was 
made, most experts had regarded 
Russia as the only major power 
without any serious worries about 
future energy supplies. 

Russia now ranks as the biggest 
oQ-reflnlng nation in the world and 
has been lavish in exports, especial- 
ly to its East European allies who 
receive an estimated 75 per cent of 
their oil supplies from the Soviet 
Union. 

U.S. Intelligence analysts believe a 


sharp decline in Soviet oil supplies 
will force Russia to compete with the 
U.S. and Western Europe for Per- 
sian Golf oil. 

That, in turn, will likely sharpen 
U.S.-Soviet political rivalry in the 
already volatile Middle East, the 
analysts say. 

On the other hand, a cutback in 
Soviet exports to East Europe would 
make Cbmmunist countries there 
less dependent on Moscow. 

Apart from political con- 
siderations, a reduction in Soviet oil 
expqrts to Western Europe could 
have economic consequences for 
Moscow because, analysts say, these 
•ales account for much of Russia’s 
hard currency acquisitions. 

According to the CIA study, Rus- 
sian oil production may peak as ear- 
ly as next year and certainly by the 
early 1980s. The study says signifi- 
cant declines will follow. 

New discoveries have failed to 
keep pace with a growth in Soviet oil 
production, the study says. 


Five Pakistanis 


shot after 
fare protest 


LAHORE (Reuter). — Five sup- 
porters of the opposition Pakistan 
Rational Alliance were wounded in 
shooting during an anti-government 
demonstration at Gujranwala on 
Sunday, newspapers reported 
yesterday. 

The reports said the shots were 
fired by members of the ruling 
Pakistan People's Party. 

The political violence stemmed 
from charges that Prime Minister 
Zulfikar Ati Bhutto and his party 
rigged their victory in national elec- 
tions last month. More than 170 peo- 
ple have died in the . subsequent 
agitation. 

Tbe attack on the FNA supporters 
at Gujranwala came after 500 of 
them travelled 67 kilometres from 
Lahore by train but refused to pay 
fares. 

The PNA has launched a cam- 
paign urging p eople not to buy rail or 
road transport tickets because the 
government, "being illegal, should 
not be paid taxes or fees.” 

to an effort to rally support, the 
Prime Minister has banned liquor, 
gambling and nightclubs and an- 
nounced the reconstitution of an 
Islamic Ideological council to submit 
proposals within six months for fully 
implementing Islamic Shariat law. 

A similar ban bad been promised 
during the election campaign by the 
PNA, several of whose leaders are 
prominent Moslems. 


Rara/ani asks 
Carter to assist 
Kurdish rebels 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Exiled 
Kurdish leader Mustafa Barazani 
has called on President Jimmy 
Carter to extend humanitarian 
assistance to the Kurdish people to 
help atone for what he terms their 
betrayal by the U.S. two years ago. 

Barazani said he was encouraged 
by Carter's firm stand on human 
rights and said he hoped the new ad- 
ministration would back it up with 
concrete action. 

The general, a veteran of 
numerous Kurdish campaigns in the 
mountainous north of Iraq, blamed 
ex-president Richard Nixon and 
former secretary of state Henry 
Kissinger for the failure of the Kur- 
dish attempt to secede from Iraq. He 
said they had Incited the rebellion 
with a promise of U.S. arms and then 
cut off all support. 

He believed there was more sym- 
pathy for the Kurdish people in tbe 
U.S. government since Carter took 
office, citing a recent decision to 
allow 300 more Kurdish refugees to 
come to America from Iran.

Buchenwald exploited as Co mmunis t shrine 


BUCHENWALD, East Germany. — 
The bus carrying nicely dressed 
East German high school students 
moves slowly down what once was 
known as “lie Street of Blood.” 

It is fee entrance toxvhatjpcewaa&n 
unspeakable killing ground — the 
Buchenwald concentration camp. 

The students, many of them carry- 
ing flowers, leave the bus and make 
their way through what remains of 
the camp, which is now a national 
memorial. 

Some 56,545 people died here 
between 1937 and 1945, victims of 
Nazi terror. That horror is duly 
acknowledged here in museums and 
monuments. 

But most of tbe flowers are laid un- 
der a plaque on the still-standing 
crematorium where Ernst 
Thaelmaim died. 

Thaelmann was the head of the 
then-outlawed German Commu n ist 
Party, and the veneration of 
Thaelmaim and many other Com- 
munists who were among the In- 
mates here has enabled the present 
Communist g o vernment of East Ger- 
many to turn Buchenwald Into more 
than just a reminder of what once 
happened in Germany. 

Indeed, the message that the 
government tries to get across here 
is that what was 'most important 
about this place in the long ran was 
the organization and resistance of 
tbe inmates — led, of course, by 
Communists. 

The inmates' “Pledge of 
Buchenwald — to do everything 
possible to uproot fascism, to punish 
those responsible tor it, and to build 
a new peaceful and humane world —

Democratic Repubic,” according to 
tbe guidebook. 

The political exploitation of what 
happened herein effect explains why 
. it Is compulsory for allEart German 
schoolchildren to visit here. 

For foreigners as well as East Ger- 
mans, the message also seems tube 
that most of the Nazis — and es- 
pecially the unpunished ones — were 
from what has been, since 1945, non- 
Oomxnunist West Germany, which 
represents about two-thirds of pre- 
war German territory. 

In West Germany, the former - 
prison "camp at Dachau (outside. 
Munich) la also maintained as a 
memorial. Dachau was the first of 
the camps run by SS commander 
Heinrich Himmler. 

Unlike Buchenwald, however, 
there is no attempt to make modern , 
political mileage out of what happen- 
ed during the Hitler years. 

Indeed, a a the visitor leaves 
Dachau’s museum, what he sees last 
is a line from tbe “Life of Reason” 
by the American philosopher George 
Santayana: “Those who cannot 
remember the past are. condemned 
to repeat it.” 

In contrast to Buchenwald, 
however, Dachau presents a little 
less than meets the visitor's eye, and 
in its own way reflects West German 
attitudes towards the Nazi era. 

For example, at Dachau there is 
no mention of the participation of 
German industry in the use of slave- 
camp labour. 

"It Is a guilt never acknowledged 
here and rarely spoken about in our 


'history books," says Barbara Diatel, 
the museum director. 

Unlike the East, it is not com- 
pulsory for West German 
youngsters, even local ones, to visit 
Dachau. Some 60-70 per cent of the 
almost half-million visitors who go 
there annually are foreigners. 

Distel says that how, more Ger- 
man schoolchildren and teachers are 


coming to Dachau than In the past, 
but she attributes that to a newer 
generation of teachers, untouched 
personally by the Nazi era. 

Still, she says, “The general at- 
titude In West Germany really is not 
to talk about it, to target about it." 

Also unlike the East, the preserva- 
tion of the camp — where 31,951 in- 
mates died — is not supported by 
money from the federal government.

For the past decade Bezalel Blei 
has ruled with understanding, com- 
mon senae. effieiency , and a sense of 
humour a huge section of Hu pat 
Holim, called the Purchasing and 
Supplies Department. Hundreds of 
Twiinnma of pounds pass through his 
hands each year; this year it will 
probably be ZLS20m. (lest year, 
jTA70m.)_ And the goods, mainly 
drugs and medical equipment, come 
from IT countries. 

After serving Kupat Holim for 44 
years — he Joined the sick fund 
shortly after arriving from his 
native Ukraine in 1932 — he. has 
reached 60, the mandatory age of 
retirement. Although he was asked, 
and agreed, to continue to work part- 
time (which for 'Mm will probably 
mean part-time pay for a full day's 
work), he is definitely waiting tor his 
successor (as yet unnamed) to take 
over. 

' Meanwhile he is being flooded with 
telephone calls and letters from 
friends and acquaintances con- 
gratulating him on his long years of 
service. 

Probably the nicest compllm eat he 
got was from the Comptroller Com- 
mittee of the Histadrut. Ordina- 
rily, this body is highly critical of 
many Histadrut undertakings. And 
since the Asher Yadlin scandal, its 
members have been poking into all 
aorta of dark corners, confidential 
correspondence, and thick ledgers, 
trying to things to criticize.

look around and see that Po]and's.ln- 
dependence is not my in- 
dependence.. ..because they don’t 
want me here... J am becoming in- 
terested In Zionism." 

. The Zionists were of a variety of 
ideological shades, some clinging to 
religious traditions, others adopting 
socialist ideals with the explanation 
that socialism would never be possi- 
ble tor Jews unless they went to live 
a normal national life in their own 
country, that is, Palestine. But 
Zionism was frustrated by the dif- 
ficulty of getting to Palestine, 
because of the restrictions on im- 
migration imposed by the British ad- 
mtoistrationr EriflgraHbh'&TtKe U:S. 
was r!bo_ restricted through the 
"quota" system. So the emigration to 
South America increased notably. 

The "Bund” (short for the Yiddish 
name of the Union of Jewish 
Workers) did not advocate emigra- 
tion. Headed by assimilated socialist 
intellectuals, the Bund “held a 
special attraction tor the radicalized 
workers and poor because of its con- 
sistently respectful attitude and 
behaviour toward the language and 
culture of the Jewish masses" — 
Yiddish. The Bund considered it one 
of its main tasks to fight against 
clericalism. It came out tor the com- 
pulsory closure of shops on Sunday, 
allowing no option for religious Jews 


to substitute it by Saturday. In its 
anti-bourgeois activity, the Bund 
was helped, curiously enough, by the 
practice of Jewish factory owners to 
decline the hiring of Jews — a prac- 
tice. Dr. Arye Tortakower noted at 
the time, similar to the policy taken 
by the government-controlled enter- 
prises^ 

"Ironically,” the author remarks, 
"the Bund's preoccupation with the 
purity of Its socialist line not only 
alienated many Jews but also 
thwarted full cooperation with the 
Polish Socialist Party, its natural 
political ally.” The major 
achievements of the Bund were in 
the field of culture, Mrs. Heller says. 

Through the benefit of historical 
hindsight, we now know that the 
hopes for the integration of Jews In 
Poland failed completely. Largely, it 
was through the Impact of foreign in- 
vasion. Possibly, Jews could have 
survived the pogroms led by 
nationalist youths had not Hitler in- 
troduced the Western technique of 
the "final solution." 

'The Polish Jews shared the fate 
that Dutch and French Jews, en- 
countered when the society in which 
they lived was conquered by an out- 
side force. But, of course jn the case ; 
ofc-PelaJid, the i 

of the papulation . helped file con- 
queror ln-hia anti-jewieh campaign 
more than in other countries where 
the Nazis ruled. What happened to 
the Jews who returned to Poland 
from Russia after the war is no less 
significant. 

But Jews do not seem to learn. 
Mrs. Heller, like so many others, 
made only a short stay in Israel on 
her way to America. It is a curse; 
Has become second nature in over 
two thousand years, this search tor a 
temporary shelter, protected by 
benevolent rulers — like the asylum 
Jewish traders hoped to find in -the 
polish Kingdom so many centuries 
ago.

THE EYES HAVE IT 


“WEAR IT In health,” they *ay 
when you buy a new dress. I feel like 
saying this whenever I see someone 
making the move from a lifetime of 
wearing spectacles to contact lenses. . 

Putting on their glaasea Is as much 
a part of many people’s lives as put- 
ting on their clothes. Either they've 
never heard of contacts, or they're 
afraid of the idea — It’s too new, still 
is the experimental stage, not 
' ‘necessary, ’’ too expensive, or they 
"don't like the Idea of putting 
something right Into their eyes.” 

They are making a mistake. After 
wearing glasses from the age of 00 , 1 
took the plunge to hard contact 
lenses when I was about 08 , and the . 
•difference In life was eftorxnoos. I 
remember that before having to 
wear spectacles, Swimming and net- 
ball were my favourite sports. With 
glasses, both came to an end. You 
can't wear spectacles in the swim- 
ming pool — and try swimming in 
the right direction without being able 
to see anything. And, on the netball 
(or tennis) court, fear of getting the 
ball right on your glasses puts you 
right on your game. 

And, of course, If you’re a girl, 
there’s the added fear of not looking 
one's best. And, don’t believe what 
mother* have been saying tor years; 
in’ fact, no one looks better when 
wearing glasses. 

Hy first bid at contact Iqnses was & 
disaster, I intent £100, a vast 
amount Of money, after thin k in g 
about it for weeks, and then, 
suddenly gathering up my courage, 
walking into the nearest optician on 
spec. The fenses he made me (and 
'this is quite a few years ago; 
perhaps this doesn't happen so often 
nowadays) had me in tears from the 
moment Z gingerly manoeuvred 
them into my eyes. He kept telling 
gae to "persevere," and, for weeks, I 
did, to the accompaniment of red. 
eyes am) frayed nerves. Eventually, 

I gave up and went back to glasses. 

THE NEXT thing I knew, my 
younger sister suddenly appeared 
without glasses. She'd gone to a 
repjltaoie optician, wbo'd spent 
weeks fitting and refitting her for 
lenses, and there she was, to all in- 
tents and purposes (l.e., to those who 
didn't know) as well-sighted as the 
rest of us. I saved up another £ 100 . 


and got myself a pair of hard lenses 
too. 

Wearing hard lenses is blissful to 
people who haven't worn anything 
but spectacles. First: yon can see 
much better— you aren’t enclosed in 
the strait;] acket of spectacle frames 
— you can, for instance, see 
sideways without turning your head. 
Then, you can swim (although not 
dive) with them, and do most sports 
without the glare restricting you. 
Then, gone la the heavy spectacle 
frame on your nose and ears. And, 
lovely, you can at last feel the wind 
and rain about your eyes, after y ears 
:ot bring enclosed in a glass cage. 
From the beauty angle, you can 
wear what make-up you want (bid 
you can't rub your eyes if mascara 
gets in them). And suddenly, people 
can see you, and rot Just part of your 
face. All at once, you're not "thfe girl 
with glasses." 

What are the drawbacks? Lenses 
take a little more time and care. 
They have to be kept scrupulously 
clean. Then, there la the putting in 
and taking out — a trial while one’s 
learning, but literally taking less 
than SO seconds when one's doing it 
each morning and evening. Then, 
and everyone knows about this, 
there's the problem of dropping 
them (traditionally in the soup, but 
I’ve lost lenses between railway 
tracks, on the bedroom carpet, in a 
packed suitcase) . And, especially in 
this country, there's a major 
problem of dust. If a speck of dust or 
dirt gets under hard lenses, which 
happens here fairly often, then It can 
be very painful. 

IT WAS the latter which made me 
switch to soft lenses a year or two 
ago. I had found myself wearing 
sunglasses most of the summer 
months to protect my eyes not from 
the sun but from the dust. One day, I 
went to an Israeli optometrist, and 
asked about soft lenses. He was sur- 
prised that I was still wearing hard 
ones. 

Unlike hard lenses, virtually any 
pair of soft lenses can fit one, 
although minor alterations have to 
be made. So he tried on a pair while I 
was in his clinic — and, lo and 
behold, they fitted me immediately, 
without any of the “wearing in" that 
my hard lenses had. demanded. Not 


only that. I could feel them much 
less than my hard lenses. Why had. I 
waited so long? 

Soft .lenses are, first', expensive. 
Second, their life is much shorter 
than hard lenses.-^- the plastic 
material they are made of is much 
less durable. And, third, you can 
break them much more easily. Many 
opticians are still wary of them; they 
feel they are still in the experimental 
stage. 

But other opticians are so keen on 
soft lenses that they virtually make 
no hard lenses at all any more. And, 
as the days pass, soft lenses are be- 
ing fitted on people whom the op- 
ticians thought ‘ could never wear 
them — astigmatics and post- 
cataracts, for Instance. 

The advantages are many: vir- 
tually no discomfort, from the first 
moment. Very little problem with 
dust — they fit so closely to the 
eyeball that dust cant get under 
them. Fatigue is much less — you 
can blink, rub your eyes, even sleep 
for half an hour or more (there are 
some, still in. the experimental stage, 
which can be worn overnight). You 
can dive, swim, take a shower in 
them. You can wear make-up much 
more easily — and put It on while 
wearing the lenses (uiy pressure by 
an eyeshadow stick on the eye while 
bard lenses were in place hurt con- 
siderably). 

f 

It you’re thinking about switching 
to lenses, what will you have to pay? 
Upwards of Ha .000, including eye 
test, fitting and a year’s insurance 
(or from IL850 without Insurance), 
•for hard lehses, most of which ate 
made in this country. And they take 
about two weeks to be prepared. 

For soft lenses, you'll pay upwards 
of about JX2,000 including test, fit- 
ting and insurance. These usually 
coxae from abroad — my optometrist 
told me that there’6 no local factory 
here — from Germany, the U.K., 
U.S., or Japan. And it takes longer 
for them to arrive.— often some 
three weeks. 

It you're thinking of taking the 
plunge, then do go to a reputable op- 
tometrist or optician.' It’s a lot of 
money to waste. You can get names

Germans 

spending 

too much 
on health

BONN. — The West German govern- 
ment, alarmed by the soaring cost of 
the nation’s health services, has 
decided there are far too many 
hospitals and that Germans spend 
too much time in them. 

Drastic steps are to be taken to 
Unfit expenditure on medicines and 
drugs which the government Bays 
are being distributed far too freely. 
The government also plans to limit 
salary increases for doctors, who 
earn an average of nearly ILOT.ooo a 
month before tax. Dentists earn even 

’ xtioTe. 

The doctors, up in arms at what 
they believe la a threat to their living 
standards and a move towards 
socialisation, have staged two token 
strikes. But there is little sympathy 
tor their case among citizens who 
even as skilled workers earn only a 
sixth of doctors’ pay — and are con- 
tinually bring asked to pay more in 
health insurance contributions. 

These payments are in the form of 
fixed contributions to the country's 
1,600 insurance companies — the 
‘‘kremkenkossen “ which negotiate 
doctors' and dentists' fees in a 
system originating .from the 19th 
century. Contributions to the 
krankenkosse are now about 11 per 
cent of a worker's gross income 
shared 60/60 between him and the 
employer. Many feel they must 
ake as much use of the health ser- 
vices as possible to get their money ' s 
worth. 

The effeot of this is that each in- 
patient spends an average of 17.3 
days In bed, compared with 12.9 in 
Britain and 6.8 in the United States. 

According to Labotfr Minister 
Herbert Ehrenberg, some doctors 
are prescribing the moat expensive 
drugs simply to keep their patients 
happy, though cheaper ones would 
be Just as effective and often the 
patient needs none at all. 

To persuade doctors to be more 
cost-conscious, the new government 
proposals would lay down strict 
limits to the amount of drugs doctors 
can prescribe and if they overstep 
this they would be penalised by a cut 
[Ip their own payments. (Reuter).

Japan is our second biggest 
diamond buyer, after the U.S.

Hifcre is a good chance that the 
diamonds sparkling on the fingers of 
Japanese women come from Israel. 
Israel's diamond Industry, which 
concentrates on relatively inexpen- 
sive medium-size stones, has been 
successful in attracting the large 
Japanese middle class .market. 

This was reported by Yoichi 
Iwasawa, the biggest Japanese 
buyer of Israeli diamonds, here last 
week on one of his frequent visits. 
Iwasawa Is the vice-president of 
Iwasawa Shoten Co. Ltd., which im- 
ported $7m. worth of diamonds from 
Israel last year. Japan, which 
purchases ten per cent of Israel's 
total diamond exports. Is the second 
biggest customer next to the tJ.S. 

Iwasawa Shoten buys 70 per cent 
of all its diamonds from Israel, 
where, Iwasawa says, “the size is 
right (1/10 to % carat) and the price 
is right.” The Japanese market 
holds much promise for Israel's 
medium-size stones due to the rise in 
the standard of living in Japan. 

Diamond rings and other jewellery 
items, which sell in Japan for 
between $300 and $1,000, are no 
longer a luxury tor the enjoyment of 
the rich alone. Single people, with 
extra money to spend, are among the 
best customers. The adoption of 
Western customs has also con- 
tributed to the popularity of 


diamonds. Today it has almost 
become a "necessity" foryoung men 
to propose with a diamond ring. 

Mr. Iwasawa spends half a year 
travelling abroad, including seven 
trips a year to Israel, looking for 
good diamonds. He first came to 
Israel in 1958. In the late 1960s the 
increased demand for diamonds in Japan I 
coincided with the growth of Israel’s 
diamond industry, and by 1970 
' Iwasawa Shoten was already buying 
over $5m . worth of diamonds. 

Iwasawa’s firm divides the 
remainder of Its diamond purchases 
between the U.S., where big expen- 
sive stones are available, Belgium,, 
.known for ita high quality stones and 
India, which produces cheap, small 
stones. 

Buying from Israel has become 
even more attractive as a result 
of the decision taken this month by 
the Japanese authorities to remove 
the four per cent Import tax on 
diamonds from developing coun- 
tries, which includes Israel. 

Asked about effects of the Arab 
boycott, Iwasawa replied that since 
hi9 firm had no business ties with 
Arab countries there was nothing to 
worry -about. 

Mbshe Schnitzer. president of the 
Israel diamond exchange and long- 
time chief supplier to Iwasawa 
Shoten, said that Israel accounts tor 
52 per cent of the world production of 
cut diamonds.

High air freight rates curtail 
exports of chick eggs and chicks

TEL AVIV. — Hie Poultry Breeders 
Union plana to increase Its exports of 

fertilized chick eggs from $8m. th^ 
year to $10m. next year. The target 
is 50m. fertilized eggs and about 
eight million chicka sold to 30 coun- 
tries, David Hadas of Kibbutz Beit 
Alpha, the new secretary of the un- 
ion, told a press conference here 
Sunday. 

Hadas said the union incorporates 
about three quarters of the comrtry 'a 
100 hatcheries. He explained that 
hatcheries had customers in Iran, 
South America, Africa and the Far 
East, but that high air freight rates 
curtailed exports to many countries. 

Hadas called on the airlines to 
lower freight rates. He said that his 
union is weighing the possibility, of 
signing a contract with the Cal cargo 
airline within the framework of the 
Poultry Marketing Board. 


Hadas also came out with a strong 
warning to the hatcheries which are 
not members of the Union. 

The -Ministry of Agriculture and 
the Poultry Marketing Board have 
cut down the quotas for the number 
of Chickens each farmer may breed. 
This is designed to decrease the sur- 
pluses of eggs and poultry meat But 
neither the Ministry nor the Poultry 
Marketing Board have ways of en- 
forcing this directive. 

Hadas explained that union 
members are carrying out thedirec-' 
five because they are law-abiding 
citizens. “But since we are going ac- 
cording to the book, we lose many 
customers who go to the private 
hatcheries where they are given all 
the quantities they want," he said. 

Hadas warned that he could not 
hold back all his members tor a long 
time and demanded that the govern- 
ment and the board enforce their 
laws. 


Over 1,000 to exhibit at Book Fair

would function as one. 

This would include a survey of the 
potentials that different foreign 
markets held, furnishing Israeli ex- 
porters with this information and in- 
doctrinating them with the desire to 
export. It would also mean prepar- 
ing catalogues in foreign languages, 
arranging for the shipping of goods, 
renting warehouses abroad, 
publicizing Israeli goods 
fairs and exhibitions, and tapping 
the efforts of Israel's commercial at- 
taches abroad. 

“Today." he claimed, decisions 
are made by one body, sometimes 
they are carried out by the ne3 ri 
body, sometimes they are ignored.’ 
For the immediate present, the 
Export Institute would utilize most 
of this year's IL35m. budget in fin- 
ding target countries for exports and 
alternative countries if the first 
selection did not prove feasible. 

It would also step up the advice 
and guidance of Israeli manufac- 
turers who were hesitant about join- 
ing the export race, and improving 
the image of Israel as a countij 
which produced quality manufac- 
tured goods at competitive prices.

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Challenge for Mr. Peres 


AT THE END of the week Mr. Perea will take over the operative 
responsibilities of the office of Prime Minister, as Mr. Rabin 
goes on leave. Formally the responsibility for the office will con- 
tinue to rest with Mr. Rabin, since leave, of itself , does not legal- 
ly sever the link. 1-JU , 

For Mr. Peres this win he an opportunity to make an initial 
impact in the role of Prime Minister on the country as a whole. 
That opportunity can be conceived narrowly in purely electoral 
terms. But it can also, and preferably, he conceived as a chance . 
to restore to the nation a sense that there' is in fact a government 
and government leadership at work. 

For during the past few weeks, with the blight of strikes, toe 
Labour Party’s concern with its internal elections, and then the 
focus on toe Rabin affair, it has appeared as if the government 
had gone into hiding. , „ _ , 

On the economic front, toe Treasury, for so long the fulcrum 
of events, seems to have abdicated responsibility as the malaise 
of strikes, inflation, and vacuum in policy grips all. 

Meanwhile decisions on issues of major n a t i on al import like 
toe nuclear power station, acquisition of toe F-16 and the future 
of toe Israel Aircraft Industries, remain pending with no visible 
signs of movement. 

Perhaps this sense of semi-paralysis in government 
leadership does not in fact reflect reality. Nevertheless the feel- 
ing exists, and though it is a tall order, given the limitations un- 
der which Mr. Peres will take command, one of his principal 
aims should -be to dispel it. 

For the Transition Government will not remain in power 
merely for another month, until elections. It will exercise 
responsibility until a new government is formed and approved 
by the Knesset, a process which could take six to eight weeks. 

Thus Mr. Peres faces a double challenge: to lead ms party to 
electoral success and to restore confidence in governmental 
leadership. The two may well be mutually dependent. 


The problem of energy 


A PESSIMISTIC report released last week by America’s Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency about toe world's oil reserves has in- 
troduced a new complication to toe International' energy 
problem. : * 

It was known that petroleum deposits would start running out 
by the end of the century. From toe CIA's analysis it appears 
that, despite discoveries in Alaska and toe North Sea, shortages 
may be felt as early as 1985^- and oil prices are going to start 
soaring again by then. If these predictions are true — and 
President Carter seems to be treating them as authoritative — 
every country will need to take a fresh look at Its energy plans 
without delay. 

The CIA report gives a higher priority than before to nuclear 
energy, and strengthens the case for the construction of a 
nuclear power plant in Israel. The only alternative to this pro- 
ject would seem to be a coal-fired plant, as is currently being 
built In Hadera. The fact is that no country is building oil-fired 
stations any longer. 

Israel's deadline is by chance that same 1988, when, we are 
now told, petroleum will be getting scarce. We need by that date 
a second power station. In addition to Hadera, to supply our 
growing electricity requirements. 

If it is to be atomic, the decision to build must be taken very 
soon. If it is to be a second coal-fired unit, the start of construc- 
tion can be postponed to early 1979 at toe latest. 

But not only oil is going to get scarcer and costlier. Coal 
reserves are also limited. The question is not how much coal can 
be acquired in 1985, but how much win still be available on the 
world market at a reasonable price 20 and SO years afterwards, 
when toe power station will still be in operation. 

Far years the Government hesitated before finally deciding 
that a nuclear power plant had to be set up. Complaints from en- 
vironmentalists that toe public had not been properly consulted 
on what could vitally affect them, led toe Knesset's Interior 
Committee to order a delay in implementing toe decision. 

Opponents of toe planned plant charge that it would not he 
proof against “leakages,” earthquakes — and enemy action. 
Particular objection has been voiced to placing the plant at Nit- 
zanim, on toe heavily populated coast south of Tel Aviv. 

The country’s nuclear scientists and engineers are ranged, 
almost to a man, in favour. They cite toe excellent safety record 
of the hundreds of nuclear plants functioning around the world' 
for these past 15 years. They argue that proximity to the sea is 
Imperative for toe power plant, and that no alternative sites are 
currently available. They add that fuel from the plant would he 
shipped each year to toe U.S. for recycling, so that there would 
be no problem of radioactive waste disposal. 

It Is to be hoped that a public inquiry can be held- as ex- 
peditiously as possible after the elections so that apprehensions 
can be openly dispelled, and work begun on toe nuclear plant as 
soon as possible so that our future energy supplies can be en- 
sured. 
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WHO STILL REMEMBERS the 
original cause of the whole crisis: 
those F-1S bombers which happened 
to arrive late, that Friday early last 
December, since that day a whole 
series "of political earthquakes has 
occurred, and it could lead to some 
radical changes in our political Hfe. 

A mere listing of the events is 
probably enough to bring them back 
in detail: toe vote of no-confidence, 
when two NRP ministers abstained 
from supporting their own 
gov ern ment; the dismissal of toe 
NBF ministers; the unsuccessful 
attempt of the ILF ministers to 
resign their seats; Mr Rabin’s 
dramatic announcement of. his 
resignation as Prime Minister; 
Attorney-General Aharon Barak's 
intervention and his various 
opinions ; Rabin's decision to stay on 
until toe elections; and Rabin’s decl- 
.aion to go on leave until after the 
election*. 

Now is toe time to pay heed not 
only to the political aspects of the 
crisis but to its constitutional im- 
plications, which are extremely im- 
portant for the future of our 
parliamentary regime, as well as for 
the rule of law in this country. 

Several questions remain -unsettl- 
ed, 'and one hopes that the next 
Knesset will take them up without 
delay. 


The crowded events of the past four 
months, since the original resigna- 
tion of Prime Minister Rabin, have 
caused a number of questions to be 


asked about ” the country’s con- 
stitutional sixucture, and some flaws 
in its working to be exposed. Analysis s 
by Professor CLAUDE KLEIN. 
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THE FIRST QUESTION has receiv- 
ed very little attention, but in my 
view it is perhaps the most impor- 
tant me of all. It la connected with 
the fact that since December 90, 


1975, Israel's Government has been a 
transition (or caretaker} govern- 
ment. It resigned a few hours before 
it was about to be defeated, and 
there is little doubt that it does not 
enjoy toe confidence of the Knesset. 
Section 25 of the Basic Law: the 
Government states that the govern-- 
men twill carry out its functions until 
a -new one la established. 

The consensus of opinion is that 
this section allows a caretaker 
government to function without 
restriction, as if it were an establish- 
ed government. • - 

I believe this opinion to be wrong 

— for, unlike an established govern- 
ment, a caretaker administration is 
bound by resolutions of the Knesset 

— but there is no doubt that It Is 
dominants The result is very 
strange: the Government is in a 
much better position in' its tran- 
sitional role than It was before it 
resigned. It cannot be voted out of 
power, and It is free to. act until a 
new government Is formed after the 
elections. 

.This situation is really much worse 
than paradoxical; It is scandalous. 
One should not forget that, when it is 
replaced, the present “caretaker 
Government” will have been In 
power for more than six months. 


aince.it takes a rafatTwnm of tour to 
six weeks after the elections before a 
new cabinet can be formed. 

in order to prevent this situation 
from occurlhg again, the Knesset 
should promptly amend toe Basic 
Law. The solution could be, as for ex- 
ample in France, West Germany, 
Austria; Belgium, Holland arid Italy, 
that a government which continues 
in power after its resignation, or 
after it has been defeated, has only 
limited powers (which generally are 
defined as powers to deal with 
current matters). 


THE SECOND QUESTION concerns 
the ministers of such a caretaker 
government, who are not entitled to 
resign from -it (again, the reference 
la to Section 25 of the Basic Law: toe 
Government). This regulation 
(which is not devoid of political com- 
mon sense) was given a strict inter- 
pretation by the Supreme Court ixi its 
decision on the resignation of ILP 
Ministers Mo she Kbl and Gideon 
Hausher. But the problem of 
resignation from such a government . 
has risen in a more acute form with 
the Rabin affair. . t 

Undoubtedly, there is a need to, 
amend this section of the Basic Law.

* The problem of the prime minister 
Is more complex; in political and 
constitutional theory, he symbolizes 
the government /as- a whole. Him 
resignation to therefore toe resigns 1 
tion of the entire g over nment (Sec- 
tion 23). There is indeed noway fora 
. prone minister' to resign ' without 
bringing about the resignation of all. 
his colleagues In .the government. It 
would seem .that these rules, which 
apply to an established government, 
must also apply to a caretaker- 
. government. 

In the light of toe attorney - 
general’s opinion, it would seem that 
Mr. Rabin did the right thing — 
though after some period of hesita- 
tion — in taking leave of absence - 
- from Ids duties. - 

Baaing himself on flectionkS, Prpf. 
Barak ruled that the prime minister 
of a caretaker government la legally 
obligated to continue carrying but 
bis functions. There is no way far 
him to shirk that r esponsibility. 

But, as Prof. Barak printed out. 
Section 19 of the Basic Law: the. 
Government refers to toe possibility 
that a prime minis ter may be tem- 
porarily unable (nkotzarf to carry* 
out his duties. What the Law does not 
specify- Is toe precise meaning'- of 
such “inability" — and on scare 
Prof. Barak's opinion Is not free 
from ambiguity. - 

The attorney-general listed two 
possible int e rpretations : one based: 
on objective facts, such as illness, 
which would prevent a;, prime- 
minister from doing his job; and 
another based on the prime 
minister’s subjective feeling tost he 
Is unable, in a given set of cir- 
cumstances, to continue in office. 
Prof. Barak did not Indicat e which 
Interpretation he pref erred. 

Were Mr. Rabin to rely on flection 
19, he would therefore very likely 
have brought on litigation before the 
Supreme Court, which would not 
have been desirable in the ritaation. 

At the same. time the attorney- 
general also brought up toepOesttrin- - 
ty — not aa a matter of strict law, but 
of common sense — that toe prime 
-minister might take temporary 
leave, and have one of the cabinet 
ministers fulfil some of his functions 

— for instance, presiding over 
cabinet meetings. Prof. Barak made 
it dear, however, that the prime 
minister’s replacement would not he 
invested with toe prerogatives of 
premiers Up. 

Even when he is on leave, Mr, 
Rabin carries the constitutional 
responsibility that comes with the of- 
fice of prime minister. 

In other wards, Mr. Rabin’s taking 
leave is certainly a correct solution - 

— provided toe leave la limited In 
time, and is not viewed as toe . 
equivalent of resignation. Mr, Rabin 
himself urmpimceri that* he planned ■ 
the leave to extend until election 
day. May 17. That Is reasonable 
enough. But he will have to serve as
